DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Prosecution on the merits of this application is reopened on claims 765-827 
considered unpatentable for the reasons indicated below. 

2. Claims 327-355, 357, 361-363, 366, 447-467, 501 , 504-506, 522, 524, 526 and 
530-764 are allowed. 

3. Claims 766-769, 771, 772, 777-784, 786, 789-799, 802-809, 811-819, 821 and 
823-826 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 797-800 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 797-800 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There is no antecedent basis for "said latch" in claim 797 and "the first activation 
mechanism" in claim, 799. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public

8. Claims 765, 770, 773-776, 785, 787, 788, 801 ,810, 820, 822 and 827 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Dahle (556) as the 
element shown in figure 1 in phantom can be used as a tool and it appears to have a 
blade-like end.
